After 
the drill had penetrated the sand 
seven feet the hole filled with oil to 
a depth of 700 feet. This well is 
good for 125 barrels, or better. 



That the interest in oil is not 
waning in this city is manifested by 
the large attendance at the sales on 
the different exchanges each night. 
The open sessions attract large 
crowds, and the stocks of the various 
companies go through the process of 
transaction from seller to purchaser. 
The oil business is getting to be a 
great game in Paris.

CLASS IN AGRICULTURE AT THE 
PARIS HIGH SCHOOL. 



HOPES FOR SOLUTION OF THE 
"DAM" MATTER REVIVED. 

The people of this city, as well as 
those of other cities who are readers 
of THE NEWS and other county pa- 
pers, have heard a great deal regard- 
ing the building of a new dam at the 
Paris Milling Company's plant, to re- 
place the old one fast falling into 
decay and disrepute. At divers times 
hopes that a solution of the difficulty 
would be arrived at and the dam 
would be a thing of reality, would 
be dashed to earth by the refusal of 
some of the parties to come to a 
definite understanding with the oth- 
ers. Now it seems that the matter 
will be finally settled. 

An agreement had been reached 
for a conference of representatives 
of the interested parties to be held 
in the office of Mayor E. B. January, 
Wednesday. This meeting was held, 
when it developed that the plans and 
specifications for the new structure, 
would pot be ready until to-morrow. 
At that time the contract will be let 
to the Louisville & Nashville Rail- 
road Company. A large force of 
workmen will be put to work, and 
the new dam will be completed with- 
in thirty days from the first day con- 
struction work is started. Those 
present at the conference Wednesday 
were Mayor E. B. January, repre- 
senting the City of Paris; Sherwood 
Williams, representing the Louisville 
& Nashville Railroad Compnay, as 
constructing and consulting engi- 
neer; Mr. E. M. Dickson, legal rep- 
resentative for the Paris Water Com- 
pany, and Judge Denis Dundon, rep- 
resenting the Paris Milling Company. 

It has been estimated that the new 
dam will cost in the neighborhood of 
$13,500, one-half of which sum is to 
be paid by the Paris Water Company, 
and one-half by the Paris Milling 
Company. Both parties to the trans- 
action have agreed that the Louis- 
ville & Nashville Railroad is to have 
charge of the construction work. To 
Councilman John Merringer is due a 
large part of the credit for securing 
a definite settlement of the question, 
as he has worked long and faithfully 
to bring the interested parties to- 
gether for the purpose.

MILLET ESTATE MUST 
BOURBON TAXES. 



Deciding the case of P. J. Millett's 
executor against the Commonwealth, 
the Appellate Court reversed in part 
and affirmed in part the judgment of 
the Bourbon Circuit Court. 

Through the State revenue agent, 
Wilton S. Byars, a suit was institut- 
ed against the estate of Millett to 
collect alleged back taxes due the 
State and Bourbon county for omit- 
ted personal property owned by Mil- 
lett. There was no dispute as to the 
amount ' of personal property, but 
there was a dispute as to Millett's 
residence. The years in which 
property is alleged to have 
omitted from assessment were 
1911 to 1916 inclusive. The 
value of the property for the time 
is $231,996. 

Although Millett lived in Bourbon, 
county he always registered at the 
hotel as being from Knoxville. Team, 
where his mother and sister lived. 
He had a lot in the cemetery in that 
city in which he had "Millett'' en- 
graved in large letters on the center 
monument. Furthermore, Millett 
never v6ted in Bourbon county, alt 
though he owned a large farm in the 
county. 

The Court decided that Millett's 
domicile was in Bourbon county and 
that he must pay taxes on the omit- 
ted property for the 
that county.
